London, Oct. 12.— The Archbishop of 

Canterbury is dead. 

The Moat Kev. Edward White Benson, 
D.D., Archbishop of Canterbury, was 
born near Jiirniingbam in ISliU, being 
educated at ICing Edward's School, Bir- 
minghaui, and at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, -of which he was successively 
scliolnr ;tnd fellow, and wliere he gradu- 
ated 15. A. in lS.o2, aa a lirst-ehiaa in 
lassii"il honors and senior ehancellor's 
iiu'dallif^t, obliiiiiiiig tilso the aenior op- 
tiniu in the .Malliiiniatieal Tri|ioa. lie 
i;ra(luateil M..\. in IS,")-'), was for 
some years one of the masters 
in Kugby School and held the head 
uiastersliip of VVellingtoo College from 
its opening in 1858 down to 1872. He 
was appointed Chancellor and Canon 
Residentiary of Lincoln, was select 
preacher to the University of Cam- 
bridge and to the University of O.xfortl. 
lie was i;hui)liiiu to the (iueen, also 
chaplain in ordinary. In 187(1, on tlie 
recommendation of the Crown, he was 
noniinatiMl to the newly restored Bish- 
opric of Truro, being consecrated in St 
Paul's Cathedral in April, 1877. In ]>e- 
ceniljer, 1882, Dr. J^enson was ap- 
pointed by the Crown on ;Mr. 
Gladstone's reconimemlation to Arch 
bishop of Canterbury in succeaaion 
to Dr. Tait, and was distinguished for 
number of theological ;ind other works 
of wfiich be was tlie author. 

The Queen has telegraphed to Mrs 
Benson, widow, as follows: " lam stun 
ned at the awful news and my heart 
bleeds f9r you, but my own sorrow is 
great, idjt I was so fond of tbedear, kind, 
excellent Archbishop. At the terrible 
los.^ to all my dear daughter joins me in 
my exiirosaion of sympntliv. 

The remains of the Archbishop of Can- 
terlniry are still at the rectory of Haw- 
arden, where lie died, and being watched 
')y the clergy. The body will be jjlateil 
inticolliii to-night and tlien be trana- 
ported to the church. Mr. (iladstone i.s 
well but deeply saddened at the death of 
Dr. Benson, liia old friend. 

Tlie Italian government has addressed 
a peremijtory note to the Porte in refer- 
ence to a young Italian subject who was 
murdered in the recent massacres in 
ConstaniiDopIe, The note - says the 
younR man was beaten on the head and 
felled to the ground by a man in Turkish 
uniform, who continued to cudgel his 
jirostrate victim until he bad killed him. 
The similarity of the case to that 
oi Father Salvatoro, the Italian 
jiriest, wlio was niurderetl by 
Turkish troops in a, convent 
at Veiii Vale in 1S!I5, the note aaya, jus- 
tilies the assertion that was made in the 
recent collective notea addressed to the 
I'orte by the six European embassies at 
Constantinojile. 'i'he note concludea by 
demanding the punishment of the guilty 
persona and the payment of an indem- 
nity for the murder of the Italian sub- 
ject. 

Famine is threatened in the Amoor 
I'rovince of Asiatic Russia, the crops 
having been destroyed by floods. 

'rhe Unlerhaust of the Austrian 

Reichsrasche has passed a resolution in 
favor of the Auatria-Hum.'ary govern- 
ment, asking an overture to the I'owers 
for the formation of an international 
court of arbitration. 

Tlie annual con;^ress of the German 
Socialist party was formally opened at 
.Sieliclichen, near the city of Gotha, to- 
day. Three hundred delegates were 
present, including man^ women. Herr 
Singer, one of the Socialist leaders in the 
rciclistaE. waB elected president of the 
congress and Herr Bock, Socialist deputy 
fur Gothaj vice-president. 

A Brussels dispatch to the Graphic 
says that JVIajor Lothaire, who was re- 
cently actjuitted of a cliar>;(; of illcgaiy 
executing the luiglish tratler Stokes ou 
the Ccjiigo, has quitted the service of the 
Congo Sctite and engaged in the French 
service iii Madagascar. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
reports that a semi-ollicial note issued 
there states that should Seyyid Khalid, 
the deposed Sultan of Zanzibar, who 
was taken on a German warship to Ger- 
man East Africa, intrigue to obtain the 
throne of Zanzibar, Germany will expel 
him froni'her territory. 

A French cruiser is about starting 
from Toulon for Morocco to punish tlie 
liiff jiirales who recently seized and 
plundered the French ship Corinthe oil' 
the coa;-t of Morocco. 

Serious subterranean disturbances, 
much like an earthquake on a small 
scale, took place at Dumbarton, Scotl.tnd, 
at 10 o'clock this morning. The ss. 
Circiisaian, lying olf a (jua^ oeing broken 
up, was suddenly shaken and violently 
moved thirty feet by the commotion 
under the stone. The bank heaveil up 
for a distance of IGO feet, a ship yard 
being considerably damaged. 

A rumor has been circulated that the 
British cruiser Talbot, of 5,000 tons, a 
new vessel built last year, bound for 
the North American station, foundered 
at sea during the recent gale. She car- 
ries a crew of 433 officers and men. In-

lirniation of the story.

A VERITABLE JlUKItlCANE. 

Great Damage Done on the New York and 
New Jersey Coast. 

New Youk, Oct. 12.— A veritable hnr- 

/icane swept over this section of the 

country yesterday and to-day the wind 
blew with terrilic force, reaching at 
Sandy Hook a velocity of 75 miles an 
hour last niglit. The tides rose to a 
height many feet greater than has been 
seen for years and the waves along the 
Atlantic coast swept in with a force that 
carried everything before them and did 
damage to the amount of many lum- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
Sandy Hook and points along the .lersey 
coast felt the fury of the storm most of 
all, but Coney Island experienced so far 
as yet learnecl the most direful results, 
lieaches were 8we))t clean, pavillioiis 
were overturned and carried seaward. 
Bathing houses and board walks far in- 
land on the famous islands were torn up 
and piled high beyond the coast line, or 
carried out on the raging waters, 

Along the Jersey coast most of the 
damage done was to piers and break- 
waters. Preparations had been made, 
as forewarnings of the storm had been 
given some days before. As yet very 
little damage to shipping has been re- 
ported. On account of the warning, 
many craft delayed sailing, and others 
that bad cleared returned for a safe 
anchorage. 

A great deal of damage was done at 
Edgeniore, and this afternoon the tide 
hail risen so high as to threaten to un- 
dermine the Etlgemore hotel. The wa- 
ter swept up and made a breach in the 
sand all along the -100 feet frontage of 
the hotel. It washed its way underneath 
the buildings and at one time threaten- 
1 its destruction. 

The ferry housedocks, board-walk and 
])avilioiis of the Far Rockaway Improve- 
ment Co., were totally wrecked. The 
Casino, the United States hotel, the 
Tackapusha house and the I)olj)hiii 
hotel were among those buildings wliicli 
had at least two feet of water on their 
ground lloors. 

At V\'avecrest to-day the damage will 
amount to .■f50,000. Nearly all the im- 
|)roveinents made by the Lancaster 
lm])ioveiiient Company near this place 
within the last two years ;ire washed 
away, piled up in broken masses or 
burinl under tons of sand.

"Warrimoo as that vessel was leaving for 
Honolulu, was before the police niaj^is- 
trate yesterday for the preliminary hear- 
ing of the charge brought agaiust him by 
Mr. J. A. Coatea of obtaining money 
iinder false pretences. Tlie only witness 
heard waa Mr, Coates, and the case was 
further remanded for ei^ht days at the 
lequestof the prosecution. Mr.S. Perry 
Mills, wlio appeared for the defence, 
asked thtit the accused by admitted to 
bail in the lueaiitime, but Ma<5i8trato 
Macrae ruled tliat the application must 
be made to a judge of the Supreme 
court. '•' 

Jlr. H. G. Hall, who appeared for the 
prosecution opened with a brief recital 
of his client's side of the story, and then 
Mr.Coatea was examined. In his evidence 
the prosecutor related that he had Ijeeu 
introduced to the accused in January or 
i<"ebruary, 1895, by Mr. Anthony Wat- 
son, who was canvassing for Mr. Talliard 
to form a company for operating a hy- 
draulic claim at Anderson lake, IJIIooet 
district. Talliard, who said ho was 
owner, disco \'erer and locator of the 
eluun, oli'ered Uoatea a half interest for 
;i;8,0lJO. Watson, the witness explained, 
had stated that he knew nothing of 
mining liimsolf but was acting as Tal- 
liard'a mouthpiece, and Talliard stated 
that Watson was a partner in his ])rop- 
erties as he had given Talliard money. 
Talliard also said ho was going to give 
Samuel Shepherd a sixth interest in the 
mine for kindness shown him during 
sickness. The hydraulic claim was de- 
scribed by Talliard as 80 acres in extent 
oa the abores of Anderson lake and -15 
acres of it having good pay dirt yield- 
ing 40 to 76 cents a cubic 
yard. There was also a ravine in 
the claim, Talliard said, that was very 
much richer, and this ravine could be 
worked wlien the water was too high to 
run the hydraulic plant on the other 
portion of the claim. The pay dirt was 
described as 18 inches to 14 feet deep on 
bed rock. Talliard claimed that the 
title was perfect, the papers being, he 
said, in tlie hauda of Mr. Charles Wil- 
boii at Vancouver. The accused further 
represented that he estimated on a con- 
servative basis that ^250,000 could be 
taken from the claim and tluit there was 
plenty of timber for mining purposes on 
it. 

After several interviews witness had 
closed the transaction with Talliaid, 
agreeing to cake ten of the sixty shares 
in the companv, and to pay for them the 
sum of $1,000, On the 4th of March a 
meeting was held at Mr. William Carse's 
house, Spring Ridge, when there were 
present witness, Talliard, William Carse, 
Anthony Watson, Samuel Shepherd, 
Tom Thompson, and Jolm Castley — as 
well as witness could remember. A 
])ro8pectna prepared from in- 
formation given by the ac- 
cused was read by Anthony Watson 
and a map of the property shown. The 
idea was to have $3,000 to develop the 
property. Talliard was appointed gen- 
eral manager and engineer, and Samuel 
Shepherd secretary. Receipts were al- 
ready tlrawn up signed by Talliard, Wat- 
eon and Shepherd. Witness paid down 
.^700 on the table, and other sums were 
paid by some of those present ; Watson 
picked tife uiouey up and handed it to 
Talliard, and a receipt signed by Watson 
was given to witness. This receipt was 
put iu evidence and also a paper which 
witnf:sB said had been drawn up by 
Watson on Talliard's instruction, and 
that Talliard had endorsed the paper. 
This paper was in tlie form of a prospec- 
tua settini; fortli pretty much what wit- 
nesa stated that Talliard had told him of 
the claim. Tiie names of those who lield 
shares were given iu it and a pencil 
memorandum showed what sums appar- 
ently bad been paid, as follows :

This shows that $2,335 was paid over. 
The prospectus also estimates that $250,- 
000 in gold would be taken o,ut in five 
years, and if the proccu'ds per share were 
over a year the .surplus was to be 
kept in the treasury for extending up- 
eratitiuH. 

This being comtileted the witness stat- 
ed that llio accused, in May, IK'.io, took 
four men from Victoria to (vork the 
claim. They, however, came back in :< 
fesv days aa the accused said tlie spring 
had not opened up enough. Three weeks 
later the accused left Victoria and wit- 
ness did not see him again until after 
the arrest last week. Witness had, after 
Talliard's disaiipearance, gone to the 
claim and prospected it. Three men 
working had only been able to get ft'2 in 
2 'o davs work, and though he hud got 
. colors in some places where he panned, 
witness described the claim as not worth 
a cent. He had also found that the claim 
was not roKiatered. There was no bed- 
rock on the claim and no ravine as de 
seribeil by Talliard. 

Tills was the gist of the evidence given 
and Magistrate Macrae adjourned the 
case for eight days as the prosecution 
have other evidence to oli'cr. 

In the meautiiiie Mr. Coates has also 
taken out civil proceedings against Tal- 
liard, the statement of claim being " for 
!f700, amount paid i)y plaintiff to defend- 
ant for l-t> interest in the Anderson hy- 
draullcclaim, the consideration frr wl 1 h 
pnyment has absolutely failed, there be- 
ing no such interest to sell,"

PACIFIC COAST DEFENCES. 

U.S. Fortifications on Piiget Sound in Face 
of the Number of British Stations. 

WAsnmaTON, Oct. 12.— General Wil- 
liam P. Craighill, chief of eDgineera, in 
exjilainiiig the delay in the construction 
of fortifications on the coast of Washing- 
ton says: "We have been delayed a 
little in beginning work on the coast 
defences in Washington by inability to 
secure the sites wo desire for auch 
purposes. We liop;: and expect that the 
sites will be secured without further 
delay and the work begun very shortly." 
" Are you able to say how much money 
will bo expended in Washington?" "No, 
I'm afraid not. But it will bo a good 
slice. We thorouuhly realize the im- 
portance of fortifying Puget Sound. It 
ia entirely undefended, while the British 
have a number of stations, in threaten- 
ing positions, as near the Sound as they 
have been able to get. We are going to 
take every precaution to more than 
equal the strength of their fortifications. 
There wdll be plenty of money spent on 
Paget Sound, and that just as soon as we 
can get the sites we need."

In re- 
sponse Mr. Dennis saiil : "If 1 have 
done my duty to the aeaociation during 
the past year, I have done so because I 
think the association tleaervcs my best 
ellbrts. I will do all in iny power to 
further advance its interests during the 
coming year." 

The other orlicers are: A. P. Curry, 
vice-president; L. K. Armstrong, secre- 
tary, and J. C. Wakelield, treasurer, 
were also re-elected for the ensuing term 
of one year by acciunialion. 

In his opening address ttie President 
said: " The association feels that the 
time has come when the great mining 
interests of the United States should 
have the same recognition officially by 
this goveriiini;nt, in the way of a cabin- 
et otiice and ollicer, as any other depart- 
ment of coinnufrci^ or industry. Its ac- 
tion has borne fruit in that the mining 
associations of Califorida and Colorado 
have joined forces with US, and all will 
help us carry to success this meritorious 
moyern(?nt." 

"The oflicf! of Ministerof Mines for 
the F.ritish i)rovii:ce has proved a trreat 
Ijoon to milling there, and it is with the 
same intent that we endeavor to cstali- 
lish the same thing for the I'nitcd 
States. Oar great, mining interests are 
fast .awakening to its importance, and 
demand that mining shall receive at the 
hands of the I'liited Slates government 
that ri'ciigiiitiiui which shall place it 
upon a parity with other Commercial in- 
dustries." On the subject of mineral 
lands be said : 

"The mineral lands within railroad 
grants has been a perplexing eiihject to 
which has been devoted iiiurh thought, 
corrcspondeiu'e and action. The asso- 
ciation has taken a decided stand in 
opjiijsit ion to t lie gran t i ii^; of patents to 
the railroad coiiip;iiiii'H by this govern- 
ment lor lands lying w itliiu t lie trrants 
which jiosser's jirovii metal. This :isso- 
ciation liaH gained lilieral concessions, 
and such as inive never been granted liy 
the railroads, and the Northern Pacilic 
in particular, before, respecting what 
Bhnll be classed as mineral lands and the 
price to be paid therefor." 

The show of minerals at the fair was 
u uiU more than ii passing mention. 
The great Trail Cre<?k district, of which 
Kosslan<i is the centre, vvas repreaenteil 
by generous i|iiaiititics of ore contribut- 
ed by its leading in i iie-owners. The 
newer district of Houndary Creek is 
represented by siiecimei'S from over 
litty prop(M'ties that will become 
eliippers as soon as railroad facili- 
ties are,' given the dist rict. Till! iirinci- 
pal value is L'lilil anil copper, while a 
few^propeities cai rv sih'er and ie 'M also 
in paying (iiiiinl ities. Tin; Kaslo Mocaii 
silver iiiiniii'^' district, which has grown 
famous from the high grade of its silver 
ores, idso located in West Kootenay, was 
rep-;^Leiit(!d by a small but pi-etty collec- 
tion. The Koutliern portion of lOasi 
Kootenay, of which Fort Steele is the 
centre of operiitions, contains 102 claims 
th it have pay ore in sight, quite a num- 
ber of whicli have free milling quart/.. 
There are a few base ore properties with 
good sized ledges. 

In addition to the specimens from 
these werespeciniens from several galena 
mines, alsd several sam|)les showing the 
excellent ipialily of the Crow's Nest Pass 
coal. Ill early days this (ll^trict was the 
sceiu; oi great placer mining activity, 
and tlioiigli tlu^ richest of its placer 
ground was worked out then there are 
niauv ]il;u'er miners in the district uow 
making good wages. 

I'Voin the Golden Division, in Ivist 
Kootenay districi, located about IfiO 
miles north of Fort Steele, an exhibit 
has been brought in by the Kootenay 
Oonsolidatetl Alining Company of Kver- 
ett. The specimens represent tho Bos- 
ton claim, a gray copper proposition 
from which assays averaging l.SO ounces 
silver, $11 gold, 41 per cent. lead and 10 
per cent, copper have been obtained.

THK TRUE ISSUES. 

Bryan and liis leading associates, Wat- 
sou, Altgeld and Tillman are rapidly 
transforming the Presidential campaign 

into a sectional and a class war. Wat- 
son, the i)oi)ulistic canilidate for tiio ol- 
lico of N'iue-Preaiilent, does not 
scruple to declare that Bryan uuide a 
great mistake when he went East. The 
fight, ha contends, h necessarily a sec- 
tional fight, a fight between the East, 
and the South and the West. In a 
recent interview he said : 

I cannot understand why Mr. Bryan 
went to Maine. It was a mistake, a 
serious mistake. The more ^Ir. Sewell 
is forced upon the Pupulists the more 
danger will grow, and there is great 
enough daiiui!r already. Jlyiilea ol the 
campiiign was to be ))erfe(;!ly honest 
and make the issue a sectional one. 

It is a sectional issue. We conlil have 
appealed to the jiritli! ami material iii- 
torests of the Sou'li and West and h'lve 
united them solitlly against the East.

When it is remembered that Mada- 
gascar is more than one thousand miles 
long and over three hundred miles broad 
and that it contains a population of 
about four millions it will bo seen that 
the task of completely subjugating the 
country and transforming its savage and 
fiemi-savage inhabitants intohiw-a";iitling 
citizens of a civilized colony is l)y no 
means an easy one. And tliis is what 
must be done before Madagascar is a 
self-Bupporting dependency of France. 

A HARD LAW. 

Although the Minister of I'liblii; AVorks 
has entered an action of criminal libel 
against tho editor who was so rash aa to 
publish an expose of the coal boodling 
transaction, he lias as yet done nothing 
towards prosecuting the writer of the 
now notorious " business-is-buBiness " 
letter. The oilence which that gentle- 
man is saiil to have committed is an 
indictable one, as is seen from tho fol- 
lowing provision of the Criminal Code : 
" Every person is guilty of an oU'euce 
and liable to line of not less than one 
hundred dollars, and not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, and to ini prisoiunent 
for 11 term not exceeding one year anil 
not less than one moiuh, and in default 
uf payment of sucli line to imprisonment 
for a further term not exceeding six 
niouths, who (f) by reason of, or under 
pretense of, possessing intluence 
with the Government, or with 
any minister or official Iheie- 
(if, demands, exacts, or receives 
from any person, any ciimpenHati(ui, 
f(!e or reward, lor lUMCuriiig from the 
tiovernment the ])ay men t of any claim, 
or any portion thereof, or for procuring 
or furthering the appointment of him- 
self or of any other person, to any ollico, 
|)lace (n- employment, or for iirocuring 
or furthering the obtaining for himself 
or for any other person of any grant, 
lease ov other benefit from the Govern- 
ment." 

It is lucky for some persons jiretty 
well known to the jSlinister of Public 
Works, that there was no such provision 
as this in the Criminal Code when Mr. 

Mercier was in |)ower. It will no doubt 
act as a deterrent to a good many zeal- 
ous Grits, who would like dearly to act 
aa media between the Government 
and contractors and other recipients of 
Government favors.

Minnie, Capt. Victor .Tacobson, with 184, 
or 907 for the season. Captain Kobbins 
spoke the Annie C. Moore and the Lib- 
bie going into Abousat, the former with 
one or two short of 1,100 skins and tiie 
latter with 507. He also spoke tiie 
Maud S. at Village island, and the 
Behring Sea — the little craft long looked 
for by the American cutters — in Neah 
bay. The Behriug Sea had put into port 
with the corpse of an Indian who bad died 
of consumption daring the cruise.

He bec^inie very ill 
from consumption on the .Tapan coast, 
and Captain Baker thinking he could 
transfer him to one of the cutters for 
mtdical treatment, took him on board 
the Pioneer. The Grant was met with 
but refused to receive tlie sick man.

THE SIFTON SCANDAL. 

"A Mass of Disgusting Intrigue and ol 
Open, Unbhishing Corruption." 

The Mail and Empire in an article on 
the Sifton acandul aays: During the 
past few weeks negotiations for the pur- 
chase of Sitton, with the Interior port- 
folio aa his price, have been on foot. 
Mr. Laurier, as we ail know, is pledged 
to establish separate schools in Manito- 
lia. and, failiu;^' that, by legislation ivt 
Ottawa. If jirefors, o! Ciiirae, that his 
Manitoba friends should execute a volte 
face, and do for hiin by nrovincial legis- 
lation what he has agreed with his Que- 
bec followers to see through. Sifton baa 
been jirepared to ell'ect the job for the 
consideration mentioned. 

He could not see that there was any 
thing wrong or unfair in the scbool ar- 
rangements when the late government 
was urging Manitoba to settle the ques- 
tion herself. The State papers which be 
prepared on the subject declared that 
there was not the shadow of injustice in 
the school law, aii'l no necessity lor Man- 
itoba, much less Ottawa, to ell'ect any 
change in that eiiactiiieiit. His speeches 
were stronger than his State papers 
There be denounced the Roman Catho- 
lics as ignorant, and held up their re- 
ligion to contempt. But hia eyes are 
opened now that the question is down to 
a linancial basis, and he is ready to go 
into a cabinet with bis Quebec alterego, 
Tarte, to jironounco, by action, if not in 
words, all hia i)reviouB declarations to 
have been fraudulent and untrue, and to 
accejit as the law of Manitoba wiiatever 
may be determined upon by the Pope. 

While Sifton has been prepared to 
turn the necessary somersault for the 
stipulated consideration, there has been 
a hitch with Mr. Green way. This states- 
man is quite entitled to remind the Fed 
eral government that "Buaineas ia busi 
ness," and to aak what there is in it for 
liiiii. Seeing that Mr. Sifton is being 
liiiunht with a Federal portfolio, that 
Mr. Laurier ofl'era a place on tbp bench 
to Mr. Martin to (|uiet him, and that a 
new and unnecessary judgeshii) ia cre- 
ated ill Manitoiia to silence Mr. Prender 
gast, it is only right that Mr. Greenway 
should get something. What ia more, 
Mr. Greenwaj' is justified in insisting 
upon spot cash, instead of promises, for 
he has the distinct intimation from Sir 
Oliver, who refused to vacate his Pre- 
miership until the Federal positions of- 
fered to him were in hia grasp, that it is 
not safe to place confidence in'any pledge 
that Mr. Tarte or Mr. Laurier may make 
Under these circumstances Mr. Green- 
way is difficult to convince, and there, it 
appears, the matter stands. But it ia 
understood that Mr. Sifton will make 
the break, the temptation being too 
strong to resist. 

TliB busiiietis, so far as it has gone, is 
a mass of ditijiisling intrigue and of open 
unbluabiiig corruption. It would be a 
disgrace to any country. To all tliink- 
ing men in Canada it is, as it must be, a 
rank ofl'ence. I'nlitics in the I'''eiieral 
arena have simply come, under Messrs. 
Laurier and Tarte, to a question of 
boodle. When the Prime Minister puts 
up offices for sale he dare not proceed 
against the smaller offender who, on the 
Ministerial principle, of " Business is 
buaineaa," triea to get something for 
himself out of the aaleof a contract. Mr. 
Sifton ia to aak Brandon to endorse and 
excuse bis infamy. That constituency 
will <lo a service to Canada if, by reject- 
ing him, it declare that the " buaineas is 
business " system must give place to 
common decency and lioneaty in the con- 
duct of national allairs.

J)r, Griffiths, the Distinguished Theosoplilst, 
Opens His Series of Popular 
Lectures. 

Tlieoeopliiual hull, 28 Broad streot, 
was filled bj' a large and cullivatedjandi- 
ence on Sunday evening; last when Dr. 
Allen Griffiths delivered the first lecture 
of his popular course, his subject being, 
"The Sun." Among other tilings the 
lecturer said: 

" That which is called space is not a 
void, but is an expanseless ocean of mat- 
ter in its primordial condition. We can 
not see matter. What we see is the 
phenomena o£ matter. Then, space is 
constituted of primordial substance, 
■which is the base of matter. Call it 
cosmic matter. Cosmic inatteiE, acted 
upon by hosts of beings of a hiuh order 
of in'el!igeii';e, moulJ and weave this into 
lire niiat, atnr dust, or world stuff. This 
is the milky way. Nebulae are from 
this formed as a second stage in the 
building of suna and planetB. Tliese 
nebulae, superintended by planetary 
si)iritH, are separated and whirl off 
through space as comets, and after eons 
either collide and combine with other 
comets, or linally become fixed by the 
law of attraction and repulson as centres 
about which gather other planetary 
bodies, and thus planetary ays'tema come 
into existence. 

" Oar sun is not a solar fire which con- 
sumes itself by combustion to become 
finally extinct. Nor is it tangible, di- 
mensional or molecular^ as we under 
stand such conditions.

space. Like man, the sun is pamplex 

and septenary in constitution. It main- 
tains its physical organization partly by 
vanii)iiing its ciiildren, our earth and 
other globes in our system , J'^ach iihuiet 
constantly exudes ami excretoa dead, 
efl'ete matter which is magnetically at- 
tracted to and consiimea by the sun, 
who, on his part, while thus maintain- 
ing himself, also thereby generates life 
forces which radiate in regular pulsa- 
tions of his Iieart to oacli glol>o and tlius 
arouses from latency the dormant torcea 
in each, the total result ot wdiicb process 
is the condition of all planets in his sys- 
tem. 

"The sun breathed, which means that 
it expands and contracts, once in each 
11 years. Expansion (in breathing) 
causes its apparent flames to extend into 
space ; contraction (out breathing), pro- 
duues deep cavities upon its surface, 
called sun-spots. The earth ajse breathes, 
■causing the ebb and flood of the tides. 
The moon has little, if anything, to do 
with the tiiies. 

" Tlie real aun is the throbbing heart 
of om- solar system. Tliat heart remains 
forever invisible. The flames, lirea and 
rays appearing as such, are the sun's 
■nerves governing the muscles ot its body, 
the whole system. 

"There is but one force acting in, 
through and upon matter. It is the 
universal life force— call it Deity — which 
radiates throughout cosmos, causing 
every molecule to pulsate with conscious 
life. This force is rythmic or periodic in 
its action. Expansion and contraction, 
ceatiipetal and centrifugal, activity and 
inactivity, out breathin^^ and in breath- 
ing, evolution and involution, are 
synonymous terms. There is, therefore, 
no dead or inorganic matter, as there is 
no blind or unconscious law. Law is 
the mode of action of force, which is con- 
sciousness in manifestation ; and the 
universe is embodied consciousness 
which i-= Deity, the omnicient, omni- 
present and omnipotent. In each 
molecule is imprisoned a soul, a con- 
crete expression of the Oversoul. The 
former ever tends to become the latter, 
for its latent potentialities, when devel- 
.oped, equal the latter. The material 
lUniverse is the outer garb, the other lialt 
of Deity, and all nature, worlds and sys- 
tems exist but for the evolution of souls. 
All forms came into existence and are 
destined to decay and disintegration ; 
while the souls use all forms for purposes 
of evolution and endure for ever, 

*' Our sun has passed through the first 
of its three stages. It was formed from 
star dust and careered through space as 
a comet, and is now, in its second stage, 
a sun. It is older than the planets 
of its system, but not older than 
our moon, which is a fragment of a 
burnt-out sun and the mother of our 
eartii. As the present iieriod o[ solar 
evolution draws to a close the sun will 
gradually dinnnish in radiance iind 
finally lly into fragments, each one to 
whirl through apace as a comet or 
meteor, collect material as it whirls and 
ultimately take up a fixed posiiiun in 
our own or another aystein. The sun is 
the body of a grand being who waa once 
a man like ourselves. As the soul of 
man requires many bodies and lives, 
many different lives in its procesa of 
evolution, so the soul of the sun. The 
same law of repeated Incarnations into 
difTerent bodies soverns both." 

Dr. Griffiths will give the second lecture 
of his course this evening upon the sub- 
ject: "The Mystery of Sleep and Death." 
His other lectures will be on October 
18, 21, 25 and 26.
